T two o'clock p. ru., the House met 
and lifter prayers by Rev. T. W. 
Gladstone. Mr. Speaker laid on 
the table a letter from his honor 
the lieutenant governor, transmitting a 
petition from John Piukertou, Xrec min- 
er. 

On the motion of Hon. Mr. MoBride, 
seconded by Hon. Mr. Tatlow, it was 
resolved: 

That on this day. and all following 
days to the close of the session, there 
shall he two distinct sittings on each 
day— one from 2 p. in. till b' p. m. and 
the other from St.'SO p. in. until ndjourn- 
i meat, unless otherwise ordered. 

On the motion of Mr. Fraser, second- 
j oil by Mr. Koss, it was resolved: 

That a respectful address be present- 
ed to his honor the lieutenant governor, 
asking, that a copy of the order In coun- 
cil relative lo the retirement, of Mr. B. 
11. John be brought down to this House 
together with copies of all correspon- 
dence passing between Mr. 1!. 11. .John 
and any member of the government rel- 
ative to such retirement, and between 
any member of the House and the gov- 
ernment. 

On the motion of Mr. Williams, sec- 
onded by Mr. Huwthoruth waite, it was. 
resolved: 

That an order of the House be grant- 
ed for a return of nil correspondence re 
biting to the Wharf Roud crossing Bi 
& N. railway tracks and the lauds of 
the Wellington Colliery company's laud 
at Ladysmith. 

Question of Privilege 

Mr. .L A. Mncdonald rose to ;i point 
of privilege, he drew attention to , the 
printed notes and proceedings of yes- 
terday in reporting the reception of tlto 
Kaien Island committees report made 
no mention Of the fact that he. had 
moved an amendment and as his amend- 
ment had not then been ruled out of 
order it should have been included in 
the record. 

Mr. Speaker was about to put the mo- 
tion when Hon. It. McBridc rose and 
objected on the ground that this was 
only another attempt to get bis amend- 
ment on the records of the House. It 
touched the principle of admitting a 
minority report. 

Mr. Macdonald said that was not the 
question 'before the House, and the pre- 
mier had evaded the real issue which 
at the present moment was whether he 
could, on a point of privilege, make u 
motion to suspend the orders in order 
lo consider the question of the accuracy 

Of the records of t he I louse. 

Mr. Bowser declared thai the only ob- 
ject was to get the minority report 
printed on the votes and proceedings. 

Mr. Oliver said it was simply a ques- 
tion of a correct record of yesterday's 
proceedings. Mr. Oliver read from pre- 
vious votes and proceedings of I lie 
House and cited instances where 
amendments ruled out of order were 
nevertheless printed. home of these 
were on the ruling of Mr. Speaker Too- 
Icy at previous sessions or parliament. 
He contended that no distinction had 
been made in the past between amend- 
ments ruled out of order ami those in 
onler at the time of their actual intro- 
duction. 

During the whole sessions not one 
instance had occurred where an amend- 
ment whether in order or not had been 
exiscltided from the journals of the 
House and in some instances the orders 
had been suspended to .allow of re-in- 
stnteinent. 

Hon. Mr. Fulton said nil this was 
simply an attempt lo evade the rules 
o( the House. 

-Air. Macdonald snid the only possi- 
ble ('(inclusion to tlic line of argument 
adopted by the government was to ex- 
punge from the records everything sub- 
sequently found to be out of order. The 
motion was voted down. 

Mr. J. A. Macdonald rose to another 
point of privclcge; the king's printer 
had refused to print notice of motion 
which had been handed in on his be- 
half. 

Mr. Spcnker Pooley said that all no- 
tices had to bo handed in before six 
o'clock. 

Mr. Oliver replied that yesterdny the 
House sal until 15:10 and the notice in 
question was handed to the clerk be- 
fore he lefl his desk ami before the 
king's printer bad taken uway other no- 
tices of motion which were printed. The 
king's printer told him with u sneer 



that a notice of his own would not he 
printed because it was out of order. Ho 
t a member of the House was placed in 
| the humiliating position of being told 
by a paid servant of the crown that his 
motion was out of order, thus usurping 
the function of the speaker. 

Premier Intervenes 

Hon. H. MoBride strongly resented 
the unwarranted attack on the king's 
printer, wjio had held his honorable po- 
sition for two score years and bad just 
received a decoration from the/ imperial 
government for his 'eminent services, it 
must he a desperate ease that required 
sin-h an attack. 

Mr. Macdonald said it must ho a des- 
perate case that: required government to 
evade the simple point at issue by turn- 
ing aside to it personal question. The 
fact was, and he knew it, that tho 
king's printer acted on the instructions 
of n member of the government. 

-Mr. Speaker Pooley ruled that, the no- 
tices of motion under consideration con- 
travened the resolutions ill his hands 
for decision. 

.Mr. Macdonald said he must protest 
against the ruling of the speaker. 

Mr, Oliver asked for any authority 
for the clerk of the House to decide 
whether or not a notice is in order, and 
lie would go further and say that he 
hud yet to learn that the speaker even 
had authority to decide such a question 
before the motion came before the 
House. 

Mr. Macdonald suggested respectfully 
that the words "improper and irregu- 
lar." as applied to his conduct in put- 
ting this notice of motion on the pa- 
per, 'be withdrawn, or at, any rate mod- 
ified as being not in accord with tho 
practice of the House. 

The Amende Honorable 

Mr. Speaker Pooley— If 1 have used 
any expression which the hori. member 
thinks unfair I withdraw it. 

The incident then terminated. 
_ Mr. Speaker Pooley gave the follj.vr- 
ing ruling on a proposed amendment to 
tlie resolution moved by Mr. .1.

California State Authorities are 
About to Take Action Ag- 
ainst Elevator Combine.

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SPOKANE, March X— (Special) — 
About 3 o'clock this morning three 
masked men smashed in the door 
of Hie Inland Bank at Cunning- 
ham, S5 miles west of .Spokane. 
Banker F. W. Parker, who slept In the 
building-, was seized, gagged, blind- 
folded and his anna and legs lied with 
wire. The robbers then blew open 
the safe with nltro-glycerlne, live 
charges being fired. The force of the 
explosion wrecked the building badly 
and destroyed some paper money hi 
the safe. The latter contained about 
$1,700. The bandits then left, leaving 
Banker Parker tied so securely that it 
took him nearly an hour to pet loose. 
Inquest on Tenny's Death 
San Francisco, March 8 — (Special) — 
Coroner Walsh held an Inquest today 
in the ease of Barry Tenny, the prize- 
fighter who died after his recent battle 
w ith Prank ie Nell. All connected with I 
the contest were present, and many 
witnesses were examined. Referee I 
Roche testified that he had employed I 
a man, whom he knew as Dr. Day, to 
examine the pugilists, and had seen : 
the certificate, which stated that they | 
were In good physical condition. Dr. 
Crowley said Tenny came to him sev- 
eral days before the light, with a bad 
bruise on the eye. lie treated It, and 
later 'Penny applied a leach, which 
got hold of an artery and he lost a 
good deal of blood. He also declared 
that Tenny had bought some Iron, 
strychnine and quinine tonic, and had 
complained of Illness. Br. J. A. Ker- 
gen was sure Tenny had concussion of 
the brain, caused by an injury In 
training quarters, and that all condi- 
tions pointed to the fact that his death 
was caused by cerebral hemorrhage, 
Induced by exertion and the direct re- 
sult of concussion.

accompanied by his wdfe and personal 
staff, arrived today from Manila. 
Complaint Against Elevators 
San Francisco, March S. — The news 
of the filing of a suit by the United 
States government against a. number 
of elevator companies has caused a 
sensation In California and the West, 
this being the lirst legal proceeding of 
the kind ever Instituted here. United 
States District Attorney Robert Devlin, 
who brought the suit, said: "The 
complaint Is against, the Otis Elevator 
Company and thirty other defendants 
wdio nro nlloged to bo In one concern 
and operating contrary to the provi- 
sions of the Sherman Act. The effect 
of this pooling of interests is to en- 
hance prices and restrict trade wdth

OTTAWA, March 8.— The tenth ses- 
sion of the parliament of Canada 
was opened today witli the usual 
ceremonies. The prime minister 
would like it to be a short session in as 
much as foreshadowed last night there 
Is to be no tariff revision. The opposi- 
tion, however, have a good deal to sav 
as to actual length of parliamentary de- 
liberations and judging from the grist 
of notices of motions which were placed 
upon the order paper today, the federal 
legislature will be fortunate if they com- 
plete their labors by Dominion day. The 
proposed change in tin? fiscal year mak- 
ing it concurrent wdth that of Great 
Britain is to he made al the present ses- 
sion and according to the lirst minis- 
ter's announcement this afternoon the 
third session of the present parliament 
will commence next November and a 
series of winter sessions will be inaug- 
urated. General applause followed Sir 
Wilfrid Banner's statement. 

The scene in the. senate chamber was 
one of great brillaucy. The Commons 
having been sent for his excellency, gov- 
bor, the latter was Introduced by Mr. 
speech. 

The Speech From the Throne 

'Honorable gentlemen of the senate, 
gentlemen of the House of Commons: 

"In again summoning you to meet for 
the despatch of business I am glad to bo 
able to congratulate you on the pros- 
perity prevailing throughout the Domin- 
ion . 

"The severe bereavement which Queen 
Alexandra has sustained through the 
death of her father, I lie King of Den- 
mark, has occasioned much sorrow 
throughout the Empire, and I am sat- 
isfied that Ihe warm sympathy of the 
people of Canada will tie readily ex- 
tended to Her Majesty. 

"It afforded me mfteh pleasure as the 
representative of His Majesty to take 
pun in ihe inauguration of the prov- 
inces of Alberta and Saskatchewan as 
constituent members of the confedera- 
tion. The universal rejoicing on the 
assumption of provincial autonomy 
everywhere visible was gratifying to 
witness, and I venture lo say that in 
no part of the world could a more eon- 
tented population be found. The uni- 
versal sentiment was one of abounding 
confidence in the future. 

"The bountiful harvest with which we 
have been blessed in the past season, 
together with the continued development 
of our industries and transportation fa- 
cilities, have so stimulated business in 
all parts of Canada, and have given such 
impetus to our exports and imports that 
the trade both with tlie United King- 
dom and foreign countries for the cur- 
rent fiscal year gives promise of being 
the largest on record. 

"The flow of immigrants seeking 
homes in the three prairie provinces still 
continues, and from the present outlook 
the number will he in excess of any pre- 
vious year, and it is gratifying to' note 
the increasing proportion from the Brit- 
ish islets. 

The Japanese Treaty 

"A treaty on behalf of Canada has 
now been concluded between the United 
Kingdom ami Japan, which it, is con- 
fidently hoped will largely increase our 
trade wdth the people of that progres- 
sive empire. When the formal docu- 
ments have been received they will bo 
laid before you. 

"The rapid destruction of our forest 
now going on will, unless the operations 
of the lumbermen he prudently regulated 
in the future anil a system of reforesta- 
tion adopted, result in grave conse- 
quences affecting the uniform flow of 
our rivers and limiting our valuable 
water powers to a few months in Ihe 
.year. A bill will be presented for your 
consideration empowering the govern- 
ment to set apart forest reserves on 
lands under i tes emit nil. 

"in accordance with the offer made 
by my ministers \<< tlie government of 
the United Kingdom, the imperial treas- 
ury has now been relieved from the con- 
trol »i' garrisoniug Halifax, and ar- 
rangements are in progress for taking 
over the defence of Esquimau, and here- 
after detachments from the permanent 
force of Canada will have charge of both 
these important «<tnt'ons. 

"YJou will he invited lo consider th" 
propriety of making such changes in 
the fiscal year ns will bring it more 
into harmony with tho active business 
season. 

Insurance Investigation 

"The result of the investigation into 
Ihe administration of leading life in- 
surance companies in the neighboring 
republic has naturally created some un- 
easiness in the public mind as to the 
conditions of Canadian companies. A 
commission has therefore been instructed 
to Inquire into ami report on the man- 
agement ami financial standing not only 
of companies holding Canadian charters, 
but also of all companies doing busi- 
ness under , licence in Canada. 

"Satisfactory progress is being made 
in the exploration and surveys of the 
eastern division of the national trans- 
continental railway, and it is expected 
that construction of the two important 
sections, embracing together about. 400 
miles, will shortly he commenced. 

"The interim report; of the Canadian 
section of the international waterway 
commission will be laid before you. Tho 
work of the joint commission ana l-cen 
somewhat delayed owing to a doubt, as 
to the jurisdiction of the American sen- 
ate. The great development of com- 
merce on the waters dividing the two 
countries and tlie opportunity for the 
generating of electric power ut. many 
points necessarily involve questions 
which can only be dealt with by inter- 



national arrangement or by treaty. At 
Niagara the commission will have to 
consider how best to preserve the scenic 
effect of the falls, while not unduly re- 
stricting tlie use of the How of Niagara 
river so valuable for power purposes; 
Transportation Commissioners' Report 

"A report has been received from the 
transportation commission coutaining 
several Important recommendations. The 
document will be laid before you. 

"The legal experts appointed to re- 
vise, classify and consolidate the public 
general statutes, issued since the revis- 
ion in 18SU. have completed their task, 
ami it is expected that the volumes will 
be ready for distribution before .Inly. 

"A measure for ihe better observance 
of I lie Lord's dny will be submitted tor 
your consideration. 

"You will hi' invited to consider, 
among other subjects, hills to amend the 
Unilway Act, an act respecting usury 
and also the Dominion Elections Act. 

"Gentlemen of the House of Com- 
mons, the accounts of the past year will 
l.e laid before you. The estimates for 
the nine months, embracing a portion of 
• lie proposed liseal year terminating on 
tlie 31st of March, 1007, will be sub- 
mitted for your approval at an early 
rjrtte. 

Honorable gentlemen of Ihe senate, 
gentlemen of Ihe House of Commons, 1 
invite your carne(St attention to the 
several subjects I have mentioned ami 
lo the general business that will come 
before vou, and 1 trust your deliberations 
will be guided by disdom ami modera- 
tion." 

New Members of Commons 

Nineteen new members were intro- 
duced in the Commons including the 
postmaster general and Mr. Verville la- 
bor to the hitter was introduced by Mr. 
Leonard, Conservative and Lavergue. 
Liberal. , , 

Sir Wilfrid Lnurier made the an- 
nouncement regarding the tariff in reply 
to Mr. Borden's questions. He said the 
insurance inquiry would be full and un- 
limited. 

The order papers tomorrow will be the 
biggest on record. Some seventy no- 
tices have been handed in, insurance 
questions being numerous. Messrs. 
Borden and Ingrahom will move for pa- 
pers while Maclean will ask for a spe- 
cial committee. Mr. Belfonrt, Liber- 
al, Ottawa, will move a patriotic ad- 
dress to King Edward, inviting their 
majesties to visit Canada lo Inaugurate 
the Quebec bridge, the lirst link in the 
new transcontinental railway. Enqui- 
ries are to bo made in every imaginable 
subject of current interest mid there 
are some old legislative favorites in the 
hands of private members.

SEES NO DANGER ON INDIAN FRONTIER 



Defences of London not Needed 
and to be Demolished and 
Wei-Hai-Wei Abandoned. 



LONDON, March 8.— Introducing the 
army estimates amounting to near- 
ly $150,000,000 in the House of 
Commons this afternoon, War 
Secretary Haldaue announced at the 
outset that the Liberals did not desire 
to destroy tho army but required great- 
er efficiency at. less expenditure. The 
government accepted what he denomin- 
ated as "blue water" principle, namely 
that the navy at its present, strength 
was capable of defending Great Brit- 
ain from invasion and though this 
strong navy was a costly thing, it was 
very useful as it made it possible to 
cut off much of what otherwise would I 
he necessary army expenditure, in pur- | 
suancc of this principle of dependence , 

on the navy, it had been decided that 
the ammunition stores constructed for 
the defence of London were unnecessary 
and would immediately be rooted up, | 
some :SI)0 guns mounted for defence pur- 
poses at various points along Ihe coast j 
would be swept away. The troops at 

Woi-Hai-Wei to Be Abandoned 
anil some colonial garrisons would be re- 
duced. These changes did not involve 
an enormous sum but marked the be- 
ginning of economy. The British army! 
which was required for over seas pur- 
poses must be of a high quality, which 
was not obtainable through conscription 
and should be strictly limited in dimen- 
sions. The size of thi' army depended 
chiefly on policy and Mr. llaldano wish- 
ed the nations would consider together 
whether a reduction could be made in 
the armament burden which was press- 
ing on every civilized nation. 

Continuing, tlie war minister said, he 
thought thai the northwest frontier of 
India was no longer endangered anil 
later he pointed out that Great Brit- 
ain was not alone in spending enormous 
sums for the army. He instanced Ger- 
many and France. 

Explaining tho Increase 

Explaining the increase of the $58,- 
7Kl,IMIIl in the cost of the army uTfire- 
senl compared with 1800, the war sec- 
retary said the personnel then was 150,- 
174, While now ii was 204,100. In 1800 
a soldier cost .f.'Vlo, hut. now the cost 
was $10.1. The average cost of an Of- 
ficer now was .f2,-12(), compared with 
52,250 in 1800. 

He also explained the increases in 
the cost of tho army reserve, militia, j 
yeomanry rtnd volunteers, In .South 
Africa, alone, he pointed out the num- 
ber of troops had been increased by 18,'- 
(KM) mid each soldier there oosls $750 
per year. 

Great Britain, said Ihe war minister, 
never was able to reduce her striking 
force without providing some powers of 
expansion behind it at. home. He sug- 
gested as a possible device n system of

Deadlock in Quebec Parliament 
Quebec, March 8.— The ■ legislative 
council this morning passed the Mont- 
real city bill, which contains a clause 
compelling the city, if It wishes to buy 
the gas plant of the Montreal Bight, 
Meat ,fc Power Co., to purchase It us 
a going concern. Amendments to tho 
bill have to be submitted to the assem- 
bly for approval. Premier Gouin de- 
clines to accept the amendments, mid 
Mr. Archambault leading the oppon- 
ents of the bill In the council, declares 
his supporters will not recede, so a 
deadlock is threatened between tho two 
houses. Prorogation was expected 
this evening, but unless the houses 
agree U will be delayed. 

Increased Subsidies' 
The legislative assembly this morn- 
ing adopted a resolution praying tho 
governor-general to take Into consid- 
eration the claims of the provinces of 
the Dominion regarding Increased sub- 
sidies, and to have such action taken 
as win ensure full and complete jus- 
tice being done to them. 
Prominent Lawyer Had Woak Hoart 
Sherbrooke, March 8.— 11. B. Brown, 
one of the most prominent lawyers In 
this section of the province of Quebec, 
died suddenly this morning of heart 
disease. 

Canadian Mining Institute 
Quebec, March 8.— The members of 
the Canadian Mining Institute were 
taken to Sto. Anne de Baupre and 
Montmorency Balls this morning, and 
an excursion on the ice-breaker Mont- 
calm will take place this afternoon. A 
striking feature ut tho meetings is 
Maraphai Burn of Eurat, India, an 
associate of the Royal School of Min- 
ing, London, who has been In Canada 
for some time at tho Instance of the 
Dominion government to study mining 
and geographical matters In the Do- 
minion. The Chibogumoo region oc- 
cupied a portion of the session Inst 
evening. The remaining portion of 
the evening was devoted lo a discus- 
sion of the necessity for tho establish- 
ment of a bureau of mines bv the fed- 
eral government, which culminated in 
a resolution that the president and a 
delegation representing the Institute 
proceed to Ottawa to Interview the 
Dominion authorities on the subject, 
Ontario Government Sued 
Toronto, March 8.— The muster in 
chancery today ordered a speedy trial 
of the issue in the notion of Mrs. Mc- 
Dougall against the government of 
Ontario, Mrs. McDougall, who is the 
widow of the late Alfred McDougall, 
solicitor of the Ontario treasury, Is 
suing lor the recovery of $17. 00b in- 
surance money paid to the govern- 
ment. McDougall was some $40,000 
short In his accounts, and his Insur- 
ance policies wore paid to the govern- 
ment, Mrs. McDougall claims, because 
of an understanding that no prosecu- 
tion would he taken against him. Tho 
government did enter proceedings and 
repudiated any such arrangement as 
alleged, but Mrs. McDougall iiovr seeks 
to recover the Insurance.

together with their findings on the same. 

On 'Wednesday, the 7tli day of March, 
the chairman of the committee reported 
tyie evidence and the findings of ihe 
committee thereon to the House. 

Mr. Garden, after the reading o.C tho 
Jeport, moved "That the report be re- 
cti ved"j and, 

Mr. J. A. -Macdomild moved in amend- 
ment, seconded by Mr. T. \V. i'aterson, 
"That the report of the committee ap- 
pointed to inquire into all matters per- 
taining to tho acquisition, or attempted 
acquisition by the Grand Trunk Paci- 
fic Hallway company, or by any other 
person or persons, or bodies corporate, 
of crown lands in the vicinity of Tuck's 
Inlet, Kitieu island or other islands, and 
on the mainland in the vicinity of Kaiim 
island, to strike out all the words of the 
(motion after the first word 'That,' mid 
to substitute the following words: 'the 
feport be referred hack to the committee 
with instructions to append to tho said 
ropjtfrt the following minority report 
as an appendix.' " 

A point of order has been raised us 
to whether this amendment is in order 
and whether it is competent to move 
«'n amendment to the motion' "That tho 
i-eport be received." 

The motion, in my opinion is open to 
amendment. 

Tho question then arises, is this 
Amendment in order? 

The motion asks that "the report bo 
referred back to the committee with in- 
structions to append to the said report 
the following minority report as an ap- 
pendix.. 

Tho House, so, far,' knows nothing of 
« minority report, tiny only report the 
House has any knowledge of is tho re- 
port of the committee presented by itlie 
chairman. By the decision "of Mr. 
Speaker Mara, folio S.'l of the speaker's 
decision, and the decision of Mr. 
Speaker Forster on page til of the Jour- 
nals, ISflJ). A report can only be pre- 
sented by the chairman. 

I cannot hud any mention of the pre- 
sentation of a minority report in May's 
jiarliaiueutary prjicrtecn. . :\ 

"As the conclusion of a minority is 
liot the decision of the committee, a 
minority cannot, according to parllariien- 
Itnry law, make a report; and such a 
report is unknown to English practice. 
It is also contrary Jo English custom 
to allow a report to be accompanied 
by any counter statement or protest 
Jrom the minority."— (Speaker's decisions 
of Quebec, folio 781, Citing Bourinot 
548. 3rd edition; Palgrerc edition; 1884, 
p 87; JoTlilHOtt's Appendix, p. 111). This 
decision is based on English authority. 

This House is asked to deal with :i 
minority report of which it lias no 
knowledge, it not having been presented 
by the chairman of the committee, and 
if this practice of presenting minority 
reports were allowed it would enable 
every member of a committee to present 
bis individual report, and the object of 
•the legislature to obtain a report of tho 
committee will be defeated. 1 declare 
the amendment out. of order. 

The Open Car Question 

The debate on the second reading of 
Sir. MeXivon's Act to make provision for 
uecuring the safety of passengers trav- 
eling on, and for preventing accidents 
nnrl injuries to employees on tramways 
Bjld street railways was resumed by 
Mr. Rowser, who said this was only an 
anti-campaign movement to catch labor 
Votes. No one wanted Ibis legislation, 
Mere were only fom- cars in Vancou- 
ver and Victoria which would be af- 
fected by this Act. It was not .fair 
to put the B. 0. Tramway company to 




the expense of altering their cars. Tho 
bill -should he opposed in the public in- 
terest, a quiet residential city like Vic- 
toria did not know what was required 
to deal with crowds such as they had 
in Vancouver. 

Mr. 'Cameron said the previous speak- 
er was incorrect in all ids statements. 
Instead of only one open car, Victoria 
was running six last, .summer. He did 
not want to do away with open cars, 
but to have an aisle down the centre. 
Tins was necessary for the safety of 
the conductor. As to accidents he had 
witnessed two serious accidents, ami 
that was in itself sufficient justification 
for this bill. The argument that tho men 
had not asked for it carried no weight, 
when it was remembered that it was 
always a delicate matter for employees 
to openly support legislation affecting 
the expenditures of their employers. 

Mr. U, Hull, endorsed all that Mr. 
Cameron had said. As to crowds they 
had large crowds to handle in the sum- 
mer time, the open cars were popular 
and they should ibe rendered safe so 
that they might he continued. 

'Mr. W. It. Ross moved the adjourn- 
ment of the debate. 

Master and Servant Act 

The House went into committee on 
the Master and Servant Act with Mr. 
Stuart Henderson in the chair. 

An Act: to amend the Master and Ser- 
vant Act. 

His Majority, by and with the advice 
ami consent of the legislative assembly 
of the province of British Columbia, en- 
acts as follows; 

1: This act may be cited as the Mas- 
ter and Servant Act Amendment Act, 
l!X>(i 

2. The Master and Servant Act, being 
chapter 131 of the revised (statutes, 1807, 
is hereby amended by adding thereto, 
after suction 7. the following section: 

"7a. (1.) Every workman, employee 
or servant, where the rate of wages does 
not exceed four dollars per day, shall be 
paid at intervals not to exceed two 
weeks. 

"(2.) In case of a workman, employee 
or servant ceasing to work or being dis- 
charged, all wages (hie such person shall 
be- paid forthwith. 

' "(i>.) No contract: for wages shall be 
entered into that provides for payment 
of wages at longer intervals than once 
in two weeks. 

"(4.) Any employer, or the agent of 
any employer, who contravenes the pro- 
visions of this section shall be liable, to 
a penalty not exceeding fifty dollars." 

Mr. I'aterson objected to the bill in 
toto. There were so many classes of 
work to which it could not be made ap- 
plicable that the exceptions would be 
more iimni'runs than the rules. Haihyay 
work, contract work of every kind, esti- 
mate work, none of! these could be paid 
up fortnightly. ; 

Mr; Hawthornthwaite moved the fol- 
lowing amendment: To add a new sec- 
tion to the effect that this act shall only 
apply to men employed In coal mines and 
smelters, and in metalliferous mines sit- 
uated within live miles of an incorporat- 
ed city or municipality. 

Mr. Parker Williams said that any 
change would involve some degree, of 
trouble, but in this case the benefits to 
be derived were incalculable and far 
more than compensated for the extra 
trouble. 

Mr. Paterson Opposes 
Mr. Paterson urged that there was no 
need, and no demand, for this legisla- 
tion; it would disorganize trade. It 
might benefit a few merchants, but 
would injure far more employees. The 
present thirty-day system was regarded 
as cash. 

Mr. Williams said it was not represen- 
tations made to this house by working 
men that must be regarded; men dare 
not put themselves on record in making 
such demunds, but living among the 
men as he did, taught one what their 
needs were. This measure would be a 
boon to many men. Ho had himself ex- 
perienced the handicaps of the present 
system; ho had twice in one month had 
to give up his job in order to get $10 due 
to him. Many other men were in the 
same position. 

Mr. I'aterson claimed to know more 
of the general needs of working men 
than the member from Newcastle, and 
he declared to the house that this meas- 
ure was uncalled-for and would be in- 
jurious. There was not sufficient evi- 
dence before the. bouse to justify the 
proposed legislation. 

■ Mr. Williams thought that the mem- 
ber for the islands may have known a 
gooil deal about labor conditions ten or 
twenty years ago, but he was not as 
well posted on present-day conditions. 

Mr. Hawthornthwnite pointed out 
that the amendment be had proposed 
would remove all the objections raised 
by the opposition. 

Hon. V. Carter-Cotton said that, fort- 
nightly payments bad once been tried a? 
the Xanaimo coal mines and abandoned. 
He was opt satisfied that large mines 
ami smelters would nut be inconven- 
ienced; they should move slowly and not 
take any steps which would disorganize 
industry. Labor conditions had admit- 
tedly improved. Even the member for 
Newcastle admitted this, and it would he 
unwise to imperil a continuance of those 
prosperous conditions by harassing leg- 
islation. 

Whito Labor vs. Mongolian 

Mr. Paterson reminded the house that 
the white laborer neglected his work 
habitually after payday, and the oftener 
the pay, the oftener the play. Machinery 
had to lie idle. This was one of ihe 
strongest reasons for employing Oriental 




labor; it was steadier and more re- 
liable. 

Mr. \V. Davidson said that the ab- 
sence of petitions from working men 
counted for nothing. Only a week or 
two ago petitions signed by thousands 
of working men, in favor of the eight- 
, hour bill for smelters, were received, but 
j their reception was not encouraging to 
' bring more petitions here. The measure 
■would 'benefit the working men, and it 
was only a small installment of t lie long 
arrears of overdue legislation due to the 
working man.' There were many in- 
stances whore men had loft their wages 
altogether tliyough the absence of such 
protection as this act afforded. 

Mr. J, A. Macdomild objected to the 
bill on the ground that it put an end 
to monthly ivages and contracts. He 
also objected to a penal clause as re- 
actionary. Imprisonment for debt had 
long ago been abolished, to the great ud- 
vantago of society. On the other hand, 
he was heartily in favor of the principle 
uf the hill which shortened up the 
periods of payment. In the Ferine coal 
fields men are forced by the Crow's Nest 
Pass Coal company to wait for their 
wages even after they are discharged. 
This was illegal, and the men ought to 
know it. The present bill would remove 
any difficulty on that score. 

Mr. Paterson moved that tho commit- 
tee do now rise. 

Telegram From Fernie 

■Mr. Hawthornthwaite said he held in 
his hands a telegram from Pernio, only 
just received, in which Mr. Dinnnn, the 
mine superintendent of the Crow's Nest 
Pass Coal company, had stated in an 
action brought by a workman, one How- 
ard, that if if man wore discharged ho 
could not claim payinent of his wages 
until the next regular payday. This 
showed the urgency of the matter under 
discussion. 

Mr. McNiyen said that with the addi- 
tion of the amendment offered by tho 
member for Nanaimo the bill was a 
good one. A good test, was to suggest 
to men now netting their-wages weekly 
that they should bo paid monthly; it 
would precipitate a strike, which showed 
that the men were in favor of shorter 
date payments. Even members of the 
house had to anticipate their sessional 
indemnity. 

Mr. I'aterson declared that working 
men in British Columbia in many cases 
were better off than their employers. 

Mr. ,1. A. Macdomild eohftmded that 
it was not a good thing even for em- 
plovers to be able to get too long credit 
in paying wages; it helped them to get 
further in debt. Now that by the pro- 
posed amendment* railways and distant 
and isolated industries were exempted, 
there ought to be no objection. 

Mr. Patcrson's motion to adjourn was 
declared by the chairman to be lost. On 
a recount the motion was declared car- 
ried by 1H to 12, 

Mr. Henderson moved the second 
reading of An Act for the protection of 
persons improving land under a mistake 
of title. The debate wns adjourned. 

Mr. Cameron moved the second read- 
ing of An Act to amend the Municipal 
Electio Act. Agreed. 

•Mr. Manson moved the second reading 
of the Act to amend the Steam P.oiler 
Inspection Act. Agreed. 

Regulate Liquor Traffic 

Mr. J. It. Brown moved the second 
reading of the Act to amend the Liquor 
Trallic Regulation Act, which he said 
was not to introduce any new feature, 
but simply to remedy a technical defect 
in the present act, which did not five 
power to distrain for recovery of lines, 
Agreed. - 
' On the motion' Of Hon. Mr. Tat low 
the report on supply was adopted and 
read a first time. 

Hon. It. K. Green moved the third 
reading of the Timber Art. Agreed. 

Hon. It. P. Green moved the adoption 
of the report, on Columbia and Western 
railway subsidy bill. 

Mr. Henderson moved to strike out in 
lines six and seven. In section '2, the 
words "in respect of said sections 1 and 

a." 

He explained that the sole object of 
this amendment was to settle for all time 
the question of any bonus for section 4. 

Hon. It. P. Greeu said the committee 
had decided to exclude this amendment. 

Mr. J. It. Brown reminded the Itnusu 
that tho Columbia and Western might 
yet build section 5. If they did so they 
might come to tho government and ap- 
ply for the bonus; in order to prevent 
that, it. was necessary now to make it 
clear that no further bonds of any kind 
would be given. The premier had mid 
the other day that he did not concede 
that the company was entitled to any 
bonus for section 4, and it was therefore 
very desirable to crystallze that opinion 
in the form' of binding legislation. The 
amendment was defeated by 17 to 12. 
Another Discovery 

Mr. Oliver moved that the bill be 
amended by striking out the words "in 
respect «f said sections 1 and 3," where 
they occur in the sixth and seventh lines 
of section 2, and to insert a new sec- 
tion as follows: 

"Section S of chapter 8, statutes of 
18915, is hereby amended by striking out 
the hist four words of the section ami 
inserting the following words in lieu 
thereof, ".seventeenth day of April, 
1U00." 

To add as a new section: 

"This act shall not come into force* 
until (lie security of fifty' thousand dol- 
lars provided for by section li of chap- 
ter 8. statutes of JS'Jli, has 'been paid 
into I lie provincial treasury as liquida- 
tion and ascertained damages, as provid- 
ed by said section li." 

Mr. Oliver .-aid the. reason for moving 
this amendment was to make it clear as 
to what was meant by the term "line of 
railway" in the Subsidy Act. It was 
doubtful whether, without this amend- 
ment, any portion ipfi the road could be 
taxed until the whole was completed to 
Penticton. It was never contemplated 
that it the company ilid not complete 
the whole road they should be exempt 
from taxation i)U' the portion actually 
constructed. 

Hon. It. McBride asked for the report 
to pass and the matter to lie brought 
up on the third reading. 

Mr. Oliver objected that this was not 
fair to him, as he had given due notice 
of the motion; the proper course was to 
adjourn the debate. 

This the premier declined to do. 

Mr. Drury moved the adjournment) 
which, on a division, was lost by 17 to 
12. 

Mr. .1. A. Macdomild said that this 
was a most important amendment; ic 
was not. fair treatment to the member 
for Helta to force him to the third 
reading when it was not competent to 
receive such an amendment, lie could 
then only move for recommittal, and if 
he failed to carry that the amendment 
would never see light. Unless this 
amendment was passed the railway com- 
pany would escape taxation entirely on 
the portions of the Columbia and West- 
ern actually constructed. Surely that 
was not tho intention of the govern- 
ment. 

Mr. Macdomild moved the adjourn- 
ment of the debute, and it being (i o'clock 
tho house adjourned to 8:30 tonight. 
Evening Sossion 

The house resumed at 8:8Q, with Mr. 
Speaker Pooley in the chair. Before 
proceeding with the orders of the day, 
Hon. U. McBride roso to a point of 
privilege. He drew attention to a re- 
port in the Victoria Times referring to 
the report of the Kaien island commit- 
tee. When the proceedings of the house 
during the. last two days is taken into, 
consideration tho statement of the Vic- 
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torin Times is dastardly and mislead- 
ing. Such conduct is rcpresensiblo. It 
is neither fair nor decent. Was it to he 
allowed that because this paper is owned 
by n member of the federal parliament 
such attacks -were to he made on thf* 
provincial government? The position 
was that no report of the house could he 
printed except by the King's printer, It 
was only another and a further instance 
of the tactics of the opposition' ever since 
the present government had been in 
power. 

Mr. J. A. Mnedonald would like to 
know why the indignation of the premier 
did not boil over against the Colonist, 
the Conservative newspaper, for publish- 
ing this morning the actual report before 
it was out of the hands of the King's 
printer. This wns simply an appeal for 
sympathy and an attempt to prevent \'—- 
public from learning the contents of the 
minority report. The premier would 
have stood in a better position if he had 
carried out yesterday in the house, the 
spirit in which he entered into the in- 
quiry, when he declared he had nothing 
to conceal and would welcome every 
possible disclosure. „ 

Hon. It. -McBride said he confined 
himself to the Victoria Times' report In 
his previous remarks. But now that he 
had been charged by the leader of the 
opposition with being. afraid, he demand- 
ed the right of reply. 

Mr. Speaker Pooley's Ruling 

Mr. Speaker Pooley — The honorable 
gentleman is out of order: be cannot 
speak again on a quest'iou of privilege. 

Hon. Mr. McBride — Mr. Speaker, 1 
must protect myself against the charge 
of the leader of the opposition, and it is 
time we know where we stand and 
whose skirts are (dean. 

Mr. Speaker Pooley— You must bow to 
the ruling of the chair. 

Hon. Mr. McBride — I submit to your 
ruling Mr. Speaker. 

The' house went into committee of 
supply and passed the whole of the esti- 
mates nnd supplemciitaries. 

The report on the Columbia and West- 
ern Subsidy Act was submitted, and 
on the motion o£ the premier the sec- 
tion affecting taxation was amended to 
make the Columbia anil Western Hall- 
way company subject to taxation in ac- 
cordance with the amendment offered at. 
the afternoon session by Mr. Oliver. 
This alteration would make the railway 
amenable to taxation at the expiration 
of ten years from the completion of sec- 
tion four. 

Mr. .1. Oliver moved "that the act 
should not como'into force until the $50,- 
(100 forfeit provided for by section It had 
been paid." He pointed out. that this 
wns simply asking for the enforcement 
of the original provisions of the charter. 
As the province hod sustained serious 
loss by tho failure of the railway com? 
panv "to complete their work there was 
no reason why they should not pay the 
forfeit. 

Equitable Legislation 

Hon. H. McBride, replying, said that 
Ibis raised the question of equity of the 
legislation now under consideration. It, 
had been recogllizod by the house that 
the matter had to be dealt with on the 
basis of concession because of the ex- 
ceptional conditions which had occa- 
sioned the delay. He had already point- 
ed out that these occurrences were not 
the fault of the railway company, and 
he now contended that they should not 
be penalized in the way now proposed. 

Mr. ,T. A. Macdonald urged that there 
was no parallel bet ween the causes I 
which had led to delay and the right I 
of the province to claim the forfeit. The I 
former referred exclusively to non-com- 
pletion of surveys; the latter affected the | 
construction of the road. Even now j 
there was no dclinite statement as to 
their intentions .about completing the 
construction of sections 5 and (I of the 
road. 

The amendment was defeated by IT 
to 18. 

Mr. Macdomild moved to add the fol- 
lowing as a new section: 

"The lands hereby granled. including 
all timber and other surface rights there- 
on, shall be subject to pre-emption and 
to purchase by any person wild Is en- 
titled to pre-empt or purchase .unoccu- 
pied and unreserved lands of the crown, 



upon tho same terms in respect to pay- 
ment, as now apply to pre-emptors or 
purchasers of such lands of the crown: 
"And for the purpose 'of carrying out 
this provision, all applications and rec- 
ords which, under the provisions of the 
laws affecting crown hinds, would be 
made to or granted by the chief com- 
missioner, or any commissioner, may be 
made to the company or its authorized 
officer: 

"Provided always that the company 
shall be at liberty to adopt such regula- 
tions as it shall see tit in respect of the 
survey of lands by applicants, the 
periods of payment and the time for the 
delivery of u conveyance of the lands 
applied for: 

"Provided also that any person affect- 
ed by any decision of the company or 
its authorized officer in regard to the 
pre-emption or purchase of any of the 
said lands may, within one calendar 
month after being notified of such de- 
cision, appeal therefrom in a summary 
manner to any judge of the supreme 
court In chambers: 

"Any person affected by the judgment 
shall have the right to appeal there- 
from to the full court pursuant to the 
practice and procedure of the supremo 
court of British Columbia." 

To Aid Settlers 

Mr: Macdonald said the object of this 
amendment was to enable settlers to 
procure these lands from the railway 
company on the same terms as if the 
lands still belonged to the crown. If 
this were not enacted the lands in ques- 
tion would be tied up for years as the 
British Columbia Southern lands wrre. 
This policy checked development and 
prevented 'Settlement', and the enact- 
ment would in addition to relieving these 
conditions it would increase the rev- 
enues, 

Hon. H. McBride replied that if these 
lands belonged to the Columbia and 
Western Railway company it was not 
within the right of the province to con- 
trol their dealing with their own lands. 

Mr. ,T. R. Brown supported the amend- 
ment. 

Hon. R. P. Green maintained the posi- 
tion taken by the premier, that either 
these lands belonged to the railway com- 
pany or they did not. If they did, tho 
province had no right to assume any con- 
trol over them. 

Mr. John Oliver declared that the gov- 
erniuenlt were issuing instructions to 
settlers in violation of the status of the 
province. Already the railway company 
were offering for sals lands which had 
not yet been vested in them. 

Mr. Hawthornthwaite demurred tn 
the statement that settlers were protect- 
ed under the act. 

Meant Stultification 

Mr. Oliver objected to words being 
put into his mouth which be did not 
utter. He said the settlors had rights, 
not that they were protected. 

Mr. Hawthornthwaite, resuming, said 
if this amendment carried it meant 
stultifying the previous votes of the 
house on the subject. The principle in- 
volved had been confirmed, and it would 
be inconsistent to vary their decision. 

Mr. Paterson— Is Saul also among the 
prophets? 

On a division the amendment was de- 
feated by L'O to 13. 

Mr. Oliver moved that "this act shall 
not. come into force or elTeet unless and 
until the company outers into a binding 
contract or agreement with tin: govern- 
ment that, the freight and passenger 
rales to bo levied and taken by the com- 
pany shall be regulated and fixed as pro- 
vided by section :11 of chapter ICS of the 
rovisod statutes of British Columbia." 

The amendment was opposed by the 
premier, and on a division was defeated 
by IS to 12. 

The report was then adopted. 

The House went into adjourned com- 
mittee on the Public Schools Act. With 
Mr. Gilford in the chair. Ihe committee 
rose and reported progress. 

The House .weni into committee on 
the Municipal Clauses Act with Mi. 
Maegowhu in the chair.

THE KAIEN ISLAND REPORT. 

The "minority report" of the Knlen 
Island select committee was yesterday 
afternoon ruled out of order by the 
Speaker. That Is to say, It was ruled, 
in accordance with parliamentary pre- 
cedent, that while a member had the 
right to offer an amendment to the 
report of a select committee, the 
amendment which had been submitted 
to amend the "rnlnorlty report" to the 
majority report was out of order. 
Speaker Pooley was clearly right in 
his ruling. There is no such thing 
known to British parliament as a 
"minority report." All Hie authorities 
are very clear on that point; and there 
is a very good reason for it. 

A select committee is a committee of 
members appointed by the House to 
And out certain facts upon the sub- 
mission of certain evidence. They 
alone of the House are competent, by 
reason of all the facts being laid be- 
fore them, to judge of the merits of 
the case. They are a judicial body, 
with the powers of a court of law, 
and their finding Is a judicial finding. 
It is absurd on the face of it to say 
that the House as a whole should pre- 
sume to interfere with the report 
founded upon evidence regarding 
which as a whole it was othclally 
ignorant. Speakers Mara and Forster 
both on former occasions followed the 
precedents which Speaker Pooley has 
followed. 

The report of the committee must 
come through the chairman or the 
committee as its official mouthpiece. 
Logically, the chairman can only pro- 
sent one report. We shall hear a 
great "hulabaloo" about stilling the 
minority report, but it will be for the 
purpose of prejudicing the public 
mind— to secure the minority report 
spread on the journals as ammunition 
for a political campaign. 

However, failing publication offi- 
cially, the minority members have 
published it unofficially— a clear breach 
of parliamentary ethics. So far as 
publicity is concerned they will have 
gained their object, the object being to 
present a series of surmises, insinua- 
tions and hypotheses In the place of 
facts, which Is the main difference 
between the majority and minority re- 
ports. 

_ o 

A QUESTION OF PRIVILEGE. 

V lively debate occurred in the House 
last evening on a Question of privilege 
raised by Premier McBride, who dealt 
in plain language with the tactics of 
publishing the findings of the minority 
report in the Times, as an official re- 
port, which liad not been laid before the 
House, and could not be under the rules 
governing that assembly. 

That report, as well as the report 
o£ the majority o£ the committee, had 
been properly refused to the press by 
the officials of the House, and there- 
fore, could only have been furnished by 
Mr. Macdpnald, or some other person, 
on his behalf to tlie Times. The de- 
fence was that the Colonist had pub- 
lished a synopsis of the majority re- 
port, but it must lie remembered that 
it had been read by the clerk and was, 
therefore available in that form to the 
press gallery. On this point we have 
authoritative statements. May says: 

"There have been instances in which 
the chairman of a committee after the 
committee had reported, published his own 
draft report, which laid, not been ac- 
cepted, accompanied in some cases, by 
additional arguments arid "illustrations, 
and no objection lias been made against 
such a publication, but iu the 2.1st 
of July 1858, St was brought to the no- 
tice of I he House that the chairman 
of the committee had published and cir- 
culated in a form of a parliamentary pro- 
ceeding a draff report which he had 
submitted t' 1 the commit ten but which 
diad not been entertained by them ac- 
companied by observations reflecting 
upon the conduct and motives of mem- 
bers of that committee. No formal 
vote wits sought on this occasion, but 
it was generally agreed that the pro- 
ceeding was irregular and contrary to 
the usage of parliament. .

hility of a minority report, we have 
ample precedent, t 

On February 17, ISO!), according to 
page 01, Mr. Turner rose to present 
a minority report from the 'Public Ac- 
counts committee, Objection being ta- 
ken, Mr. Speaker Forster ruled that the 
report could not he received, and that 
reports from committees can only be 
presented by the Chairman. 

May, page 304, dealing with select 
committees points out that the commit- 
tee if it 1ms two or more draft reports 
decjdes which onp. shall be Accepted', as 
tlie report to the House. 

May, page ?>88, says: "Every question 
is determined in a select committee in 
tlio same manner as in the House. 

May, page 889, in a footnote, shows 
thnt when a committee so balanced as 
to he unable to agree they merely ' re- 
port the evidence without any opinions. 
This bears out the view fully that only 
a majority decision can report to the 
House. 

Tits Rules of Orders of the Legisla- 
tive Assembly, No. 87, states: "In the 
proceedings before a standing or select 
committee, the chairman shall vote like 
any ottier member, and if the number 
on the division be equal, the question 
shall be declared negatived." 

Bourinot at page 54S says on the 
subject of committee reports: "It must, 
however, always be remembered that 
the report, submitted to the House is 
that of the majority of tlie committee. 
No signatures shall be affixed to n re- 
port for tlie purpose of showing any di- 
vision of opinion in the committee, nor 
can it be accompanied by any counter 
statement or protest from the minority, 
as such a report Is as unknown to Can- 
adian as to English practice." 



SCHOOL PROBLEMS IN ONTARIO. 

The government in Ontario has set 
about reforming the public school sys- 
tem, which had become demoralised un- 
der the machine in that province and by 
which an inside ring of educationists 
had obtained control and was running 
it into the earth. Dr. Pyne, the new 
minister of education, lias submitted n 
most: important report dealing with tin? 
subject. A thorough reorganization, is 
in contemplation. 

To the reforms that the Whitney gov- 
ernment has, already decided on, ami 
which have been set forth says the 
Mail and Empire, there is no explicit 
reference. Hence it is obvious that 
these improvements are considered 
merely the (beginning in a great educa- 
tional movement. The most serious ob- 
stacle in the path .of progress is the lack 
of sympathy from the general public. 
Indifference is almost universal, Dr. 
Pyne thinks despite occasional spasms of 
attention; and he declares that the prov- 
ince must he thoroughly aroused to the 
vital problems presented by the schqo's 
before; much real headway can be made. 
Hero and there the minister drops :i 
hint of his earnest ambition to radi- 
cally improve the school system of tin 
province, a work that will take year?, 
but which, accomplished, would be a 
monument to its author. To bodily ini 
port a system from another country, no 
matter how far advanced in educational 
matters he declares to be impossible 
since "all educational systems must be 
largely indigenous," 

It is plain, then, thai criticism of hp 
educational system to be effective must 
do more than point out that Switzerland 
does so and so, and Chicago such and 
such. The best feature of the Swiss 
schools might be totally inapplicable to 
Ontario. 

At some length the report takes up 
the discussion that, is now raging be- 
tween those who insist tlint the public 
schools should ignore nearly everything 
but the three It's, and those who believe 
that nature study, music, art and manual 
training are just as important subjects. 
It is observed that, the people of New 
York decided by a large majority to re- 
tain "Fads and Frills," and the opinions 
of some noted educationists are cited in 
favor of these new studies, one being em- 
inently quotable: 

"L often think that llio old objection 
(hat a boy should not be educated above 
his probable station in life' is as sei- 
lish and absurd as it is cruel and wicke l. 
For why, it worldly position and wealth 
are denied to the many, should intel- 
lectual wealth be also denied? The poor 
man has at least nowadays opportuni- 
ties to enjoy intellectual pleasures at mu- 
seums, art and picture galleries, and free 
libraries if he is trained lo appreciate 
and understand them; so I hold that we 
ought so to educate and train our char- 
ges that they shall be able to indulge 
their leisure hours in such enjoyments 
and intellectual pursuits as are Open to 
the so-called better classes. Thus, then, 
iu addition lo a sound training to tlie 
mere tools of a rational existence— Ibe 
three It's as they are popularly called — 
should be added instruction in music (vo- 
cal and instrumental), drawing and 
painting, some elementary science, some 
technical training in carpentering or oili- 
er branch of trade, and some political 
economy," 

Attention is directed to the increasing 
scarcity of male teachers, who are fast 
decreasing in number, 

In reviewing tlie work of the consoli- 
dated school at Guelph, the report is 
more cheering. The Macdpnald school 
is doing great work. Attendance has 
increased, and is more regular, and 
there are seldom any lute pupils. The 
increase in average attendance is fully 
50 per cent, a fact that should bo gen- 
erally known in order that the princi- 
ple of consolidation lhiglit become gen- 
eral. Experience in several states proves 
that it is an excellent solution for one 
of the serious problems of rural schools. 

In a paragraph devoted to school 
rooms, ventilation, decoration, etc., there, 
is a sentence worth quoting, ns it, is 
written by u competent medical man. 
"In very many cases ill-health in later 
life can be traced back to carelessness ir. 
the method of ventilating .and warm Ins 
schoolrooms.'*

IMPERIAL OFFICERS IN THE 
CANADIAN MILITIA. 

We have had two "items" re military 
matters handed in to this otllce, witli 
the request that we should give to them 
our distinguished consideration. Con- 
siderable feeling has been excited 
throughout Canada in respect to the 
filling of certain positions by officers in 
the British army. There are two views 
which govern, and we take it for granted 
that the two "items" in question repre- 
sent tlie views of the two opposing sec- 
tions. One is that British officers should 
not be selected for any positions in the 
Canadian militia where there are Can- 
adians qualified to fill the hill. The other 
is tiiat Canadians should not be above 
accepting the advice and assistance of 
those who have .had the advantage of 
greater experience and special training; 
in fact, that competence is obtained by 
the schooling- if those who know nioro 
than we do. 

The first item is from the Montreal 
Star, and reads as follows: "London, 
February 2S. — Lord Strathcona has re- 
ceived so many applications from Eng- 
lish officers anxious to obtain commis- 
sions in the Canadian militia that he 
has had to announce that there is no 
opening in the permanent force. Some 
misapprehension hud apparently arisen 
here on the subject." 

The second reads in this fashion: 
"The Canadian Military Gazette, in 
its issue of the Gth of February, 
speaking of the wholesale importation 
of British officers, that the militia coun- 
cil intend bringing over from across the 
.sea, and bo given contest of all impor- 
tant lippoiutmonts in the Canadian mili- 
tia in lieu of Canadians disqualified for 
want of compentecy status. One ap- 
pointment has been made to the inspec- 
tion staff; this is tlie appointment for 
three years of a technically qualified in- 
spector for small arm's — to inspect on 
behair 'of the government the arms pre- 
sented for delivery in accordance with 
their contract by the Ross Itille com- 
pany, There is not at present in Canada 
any officer who has been through a 
course of instruction in smnll arms in- 
spection. It is hut a reasonable precau- 
tion when a contract involving hundreds 
of thousands of dollars is concerned to 
appoint a fully qualified officer to pro- 
tect the public. By the time his appoint- 
ment will have expired we may hope 
to have trained a Canadian officer to 
take his place." 

MUSIC BY GADSKI.

■more frequently in the future. AVe are 
not attempting to dictate to Victoria 
theatre-goers as to whether they shall 
devote themselves exclusively to vaude- 
ville, melodrama, comic opera, min- 
strelsy, grand opera or heavy trag- 
edy, or extend to each a fair share of 
their attention.

Sir— Taking II for granted that Canada 
Is chlelly aa agricultural country, who is 
likely to become our best customer for 
our products? No doubt, first, at pres- 
ent, is Great Britain, and after that then? 
seems to be a difference of opinion as to 
Which country It should be. 

A good salesman must know where lo 
ofTer lil« wares to the best advantage. Let 
us therefore see what we can hope for iu 
trade to other countries. 

The United Slates and all . American 
countries, as well as the British Colonics, 
can grow everything that we can produce 
as cheaply as we can do It. Prance, 
Spain, Russia, and Austria are In a similar 
position. 

We cannot therefore hope to have any 
steady export trade to any of the above- 
mentioned countries, and shall have to 
look for more thickly settled states, which 
cannot grow enough ..agricultural products 
lo satisfy their own demands. 

Germany, with Its (50 millions of a popu- 
lation, ' is tlie most '■"attractive, also Bel- 
gium and, perhaps, iKofivay and Sweden. 

A trade with ...ose countries would also 
give us an Influx of the best possible set- 
tlers besides the British, and at. the same 
time, a class at Immigrants which quickly 
assimilate with the British. 

All other countries are more or less op- 
ponents to Canada in agricultural products, 
or grow sufficient for their own needs go 
as not to require our exports. It Is there- 
fore, lo the besl Interest of Canada to 
send representatives to Germany to offer 

our products to tlie best advantage. If 
there arc lai-lff obstruction*, we must try 
to have them removed by Ibe governments 
In order to assist the natural How of trade. 

Tin' manufacturers; of Great Britain, 
Germany and the United States send their 
representatives to a-- countries where there 
Is an opportunity tor trade, and It is 
necessary for our Canadian producers to 
do likewise In order to get and bold a 
steady trade, 

It is not wise to 'be Satisfied with what 
we are doing today, but we must look to 
the future and prepare In build up a 
steady trade whelh lias Chances of contln- 
ucd Improvement and development. A 
trade with Croat Britain and Germany 
will give us steady customers for our 
produce, and on the other hand these 
countries can supply most of our demands 
In manufactured goods, which cannot be 
made here. It would glyd us freight both 
ways and the exchange would ho fairly 
Ideal.

PATENT MEDICINE ACT. 

Views of Trade Paper on Measure Now 
Before Legislature. 

The British Columbia Pharmaceuti- 
cal Record in Its issue for March says: 
"The avowed purpose of the present 
agitation and proposed legislation Is I 
(a) to control the sale and use at least 
of narcotics, especially morphine and I 
cocaine, per se or in the composition | 
of any proprietary medicine; (b) to 
prevent the excessive use of uleolnjl In 
all proprietary medicines. 

"The acts which have been proposed 
hitherto, and especially Bill No. 45, 
entitled "Patent Medicine Act, 1306," | 
which had its first reading before the 
legislative assembly of British Colum- 
bia February does not give the 
required protection. It places no pro- 
hibition whatever upon the sale of 
poisons. So long as the article deemed 
a 'poison' by the act is labeled 'poison' 
and the quantity of poison contained 
therein is plainly set forth on the 
package, any quantity of the 'poison' 
or the proprietary containing the 'poi- 
son' may be sold to anyone making 
application. The result Is evident— 
the increase rather than otherwise of 
the 'dope Mend' evil. 

".Sulphurous acid and nitrons acid 
are not poisons within the meaning of 
the Pharmacy Act, and we are not 
a war,; of any act being In existence! 
that compels their registration, or 
treatment as such. Sulphuric acid 
and also nitric acid if used at all are 
used always In the dilute form, and 
in such dilution as to remove all caus- 
tic properties, consequently they can- 
not, rightly be regarded as poisons. 

"The time when the act shall come 
into force, June 1, 1806, gives no op- 
portunity to the wholesalers and re- 
tailers to dispose of their present 
stocks of proprietary medicines, and 
consequently very heavy losses would 
be incurred by both the retail and 
wholesale trade in British Columbia, 

"To successfully prohibit the sale of 
morphine and cocaine it must be made 
Illegal for anyone to sell or supply 
these narcotics In bulk unless so In- 
structed or ordered by a duly qualified 
physician's prescription; the prescrip- 
tion to be retained by the druggist, no 
copy given and under no circumstances 
repeated. And it should be illegal for 
any physician to prescribe the afore- 
mentioned narcotics for any person he 
may know to be a habitue. 

"Our conception of the public de- 
mand at. the present crisis is an act 
that will prohibit the sale of narcotics,

LINEMENS* EVIDENCE 



Messrs Logan and Daykin, Eye- 
witnesses Tell Story of 
Steamer Breaking Up. 



THE FINAL COLLAPSE IS DESCRIBED 



Express Opinion That a Lifeboat 
With Selected Crew Could 
Have Reached Wreck. 



When Uio steamer Valencia broke up 
and about fifty porsons were swept 
into the sea from her masts, Messrs. 
David Logan and Phil Daykin were 
standing on a cliff ashore. They ap- 
peared before the commission slttliifr 
yesterday morning to investigate the 
wreck of the Valencia; and ttiey 
stated that the wreck lay in a bight, 
With abutting reefs on either side, the 
longer one about 1,-100 feet, with break- 
ers rolling over them protecting a 
narrow channel between the reefs 
through which it could be seen from 
the Cliff there was an open space. It 
was doubtful If tills open channel to 
the wreck, which had gone over the 
reef in reaching the position in which 
she lay, could have been discerned 
from seaward. They thought not. A 
good boat with a selected crew could 
have reached the wreck on Wednesday 
morning, in their opinion. When they 
arrived on the cliff above, there were 
approximately SO people clinging to the 
masts and rigging. Between 1 and 2 
p. m. on Wednesday the wreck broke 
up and all were drowned. 

Lineman Logan testified that he 
learned of the wreck on Tuesday at 1 
p. m.. when F, F. Bunker telephoned 
that a wreck had occurred, but he 
could not catch the name of the vessel. 
Ue telephoned the news to Cape Beale 

and left for the wreck, calling at | A Long Train of Fatal I lis Is the Direct 



cleared. They drifted outside the 
breakers and lie saw )io more of them. 
A piece of the life-line shot ashoro 
was In his possession; It was in good 
condition. 

To Mr. Lugrin witness described the 
bad condition of the trail and gave it 
as his opinion that Clo-oose would be 
a suitable location for a lifeboat sta- 
tion, though there were days when a 
small boat would find It hard to get 
out from Clo-oose. It would be very 
expensive undertaking to improve the 
trail to admit of carrying appliances. 

Captain Newcomb said expense was 
not a consideration. 

Mr. Logan thought it a good plan to 
bonus the steam whaler Orion for life- 
saving purposc;«, the steamer being 
peculiarly fitted, and adapted for such 
work. He had worked fur 24 days 
patroling the beach after the wreck. 

Phil Daykin, lineman, gave similar 
evidence. He had seen the wreck 
break up and many strike out for the 
bluff, but they made no headway. It 
would have been unsafe for an ordin- 
ary steamer's boat, but he thought a 
lifeboat and a good crew could have 
reached the wreck. He told of the 
bad condition of the trail, and thought 
that, although it would have been very 
dangerous, the boat at Clo-oose might 
have reached the wreck. His evi- 
dence was corroborative of that of Mr. 
Logan. 

The following statement of Captain 
Arntzen of the steamer Tellus was 
submitted by J. H. Lawson: 

"We left San Francisco on January 
20; passed Cape Blanco on the -'1st, 
and on the 23rd got sight of Umatilla 
lightship. According to our sound- 
ings and bearing off Umatilla light, I 
found we were 2(1 miles ahead of our 
dead reckoning from Cape Blanco, a 
distance of 320 miles. From Cape 
Blanco to Cape Flattery wind was be- 
tween south, southwest and south 
southeast; gale with thick foggy 
weather anr a heavy sea. In case 
captain saw nothing after leaving San 
Francisco. I think it quite possible to 
be fifty miles ahead of your dead 
reckoning, especially after a south- 
easterly gale. This would be on the 
trip from San Francisco to Cape Flat- 
tery." 

The commissioners are now consid- 
ering the evidence and will make an 
extended report, including suggestions 
for the better protection of the Island 
coast.

went three-quarters of a mile to reach 
the beach, and found on arrival that 
the steamers had left. He saw a life 
raft in a southwesterly direction, about 
IV; miles distant. He thought a good 
lifeboat could have reached the wreck 
that day. The outlying reefs and the 
channel between them was described; 
and he thought, had this channel been 
known, a boat's crew could have taken 
advantage of it to reach the vessel. 
He doubted if it could, be"* made from 
seaward. It was impossible to make 
a landing and the boats had been 
wrecked in the effort to do so; but a 
raft which went out through the 
channel to seaward had been saved. 
The Final Collapse 
When the wreck broke up it ap- 
peared to have been struck by a wave 
of extraordinary size, which seemed to 
turn it over.

Such were the recommendations 
made by the board of trade's special 
pilotage committee that has been In- 
vestigating the question for weeks 
past, at the monthly general meeting 
held last night. The report, which Is 
given In full below, together with a 
copy of the minutes of a joint meeting 
of pilotage boards of British Columbia 
held last December, which was intro- 
duced with the special committee's 
report by Chairman George Carter, 
was unanimously adopted. The pros- 
■ pects are that the report will not be 
taken kindly by the pilut commissioners, 
who arc desirous of securing com- 
pensation as per the resolution em- 
bodied in the minutes of the joint 
meeting of the pilotage boards held at 
Vancouver, asking that clause '1 in 
the memorial dated March TI, 1905, be 
"again Incorporated In the memorial 
dated loth December, 1905, to the min- 
ister of marine and fisheries.

"'The pilotage authority of any dis- 
trict other than the pilotage authority 
of Quebec may, with the sanction of 
the governor-ln-councll, appoint a sec- 
retary and treasurer, and pay him 
such salary and remuneration, out of 
pilotage dues or fees received by it as 
it sees fit, and may with such sanc- 
tion and out of such funds pay any 
other necessary expenses of conduct- 
ing the pilotage business of the dis- 
trict." 

"It is desired to Insert after the 
word 'funds' the following words; 
'May pay a fee not exceeding two 
hundred and fifty (250) dollars a year 
to each of the pilotage commissioners 
of British Columbia.' 



Aigeciras, March S.— The success of 
tlie conference an Moroccan reform 
cannot foe described as absolutely secure 
since two of the main points in dis- 
pute, the allotment of hank capital and 
control of the police, are not yet settled. 
Hopes, however, run high that these 
outstnnling difficulties will soon become 
subject ta arrangement. The French 
delegates show tm inclination to regard 
the way as opened to an understanding 
and the other delegates, consider that a 
great forward step was made today 
when a strong spirit of conciliation be- 
came evident. One of the most prom- 
inent delegates, moreover, expressed the 
view tlmt "matters have proceeded so 
far that neither side will dare break 
up tlie conference." 

A Basis for Compromise 
The delegates of the neutral powers 
generally regard the Austrian police 
proposal as being not feasible, but con- 
sider that it will serve the purpose of 
providing basis for negotiations for ev- 
entual compromise. 

The opinion gains ground that France 
finally will consent to a diminution of 
her financial influence in Morocco by 
accepting a reduction of the voting pow- 
er allotted to French subscribers to for- 
mer loans and in return for this con- 
cession, it is thought the police will 
be placed under the direction of France 
and Spain with a neutral inspection of- 
ficers, who shall report to tlie powers 
but not exercise command. 

Effect of French Cabinet Crisis 
The ministerial crisis in Paris caused 
profound astonishment among the del- 
egates of the powers attending the Mo- 
roccan conference but tiie details have 
not yet reached Aigeciras. The impres- 
sion prveails that the event may pos- 
sibly prove disastrous to French di- 
plomacy. Previous to tlie receipt of the 
news of the ministerial crisis at the
